MR. BRYAN ADDRESSING THE THOUSANDS AT SOUTH SIDE PAR rs. 


~ GRORGE | IN OHIO. 


Says Silver 1 Believe Mc- 
Kinley to Be a Strong 
Silver Man. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.— Henry George still 
continues to write on the political situation 
in Ohio to the Journal. Each day a com- 
| prehensive survey of the field is presented, 
and is a source of encouragement to silver 
men as to the probable result in that de- 
batable ground.” In to-day’s paper Mr. 
George says: 

DAYTON, O., Oct.3.—I went from Colum- 
bus to Springfield, and came here this after- 
noon. I found in Springfield the same evi- 
dences of activity and confidence on the part 
of the Bryan men as I have found elsewhere 
in Ohio. Clark County is normally Republi- 
can by a majority of 2,200. Some of the Bry- 
an men expect this year to carry it outright, 
and whet they seem to think a most con- 
servative estimate is that they will reduce 
McKinley’s majority to less than 1,000. 

Dayton, in Montgomery County, is a city 
of some 80,000 population. The Soldiers’ 
Home is here, with between five and six 
thousand inmates. Montgomery County was 
strongly Democratic until in their utter dis- 
gust with Democracy of the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, so many Democrats stayed at 
home as to turn the balance to the Republi- 
cans. I find here the same confidence that 
the county will go for Bryan by a strong 
majority, and for the same reason that I 
have found elsewhere. Bryan will have the 
support of the Populists, of the greater part 
of the Prohibitionists, a full Democratic 
vote, with a slight deduction of gold Demo- 
erate. 

The workingmen are quietly for him, and 
among the Republicans large numbers are 
turning to him as the representative of free 
silver, And yet, not all free silver Republi- 
cans are for Bryan. Some of them at least 
—as for tnstance, a gentleman whom I met 
in Springfield—although the strongest kind 
of believers in free silver, will vote for Mc- 
Kinley, because they believe he is so strong- 
ly a silver man that when he gets in the 
Presidential chair: he is sure to set aside the 
platform of his party and act for silver.

Millionaire Bookwalter’s Book on Gold 
Demonetization. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—John W. Bookwal- 
ter, the millionaire farm implement maker 
of Springfield, O., now staying at the Wal- 
dorf, has just published at his own expense, 
a book entitled, If Not Silver, What?“ The 
author writes as one whose prosperity de- 
pends on the prosperity of the farmer, and 
he reviews the effect monometallism has had 
and will continue to have on that clase of 
producers, 

Mr. Book walter goes deeply into the money 
question. He meets obsolete arguments 
against the free coinage of silver with the 
experience of France and other nations on 
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an equal coinage. He furnishes data and 
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tization of silver in 1873, was the demonetiza- 
tion of go... in 1857. In the half century ter- 
minating with 1840 the world had produced 
but $529,942,000 in gold, coinage value, and 
$1,364,697,000 in silver, or some forty ounces 
of silver to one of gold. Yet their ratio of 
values had varied but little. Why? Mono- 
metallists have raked the world for an 
answer. Bimetallists point to the only one 
that is satisfactory—the persistency of 
France in treating both metals alike at her 
mints.” 

Mr. Bookwalter shows that in the thirteen 
years following the discovery of gold in 
California in 1849, the stock of gold in the 
world had doubled. Then the cry was raised 
in Europe that there was too much gold 
and the nations combined and demonetized 
it. France, however, imported gold as fast 
as the other European nations exported it 
and thus saved the world from a great 
calamity.

itism is dangerous even in our government 
because our government is administered 
through human beings, and human beings 
are hum (Applause.) 

My friends, if you would have a Govern- 
ment just, then you would have govern- 
ment fulfill the ideal of perfect govern- 
ment. You must have a government just 
in the respecter of persons, government 
which deals with an equal hand; a govern- 
ment which recognizes no favoritism and 
A government which, in its administra- 
tion of the law, deals out justice to all 
alike, and punishes the great villian as it 
does the petty thief. (Applause.) 

Our Constitution and our surroundings 
make it possible for us to have and enforce 
at all times justice to all men. The sup- 
port of the State Governments is the mos» 
competent adminstration for our domestic 
concerns and assures and raises bulwarks 
against anti-republican tendencies. 

My friends, our form of government 
recognizes the right of States to do cer- 
tain things, and the perpetuity of this na- 
tion depends as much upon respecting local 
self-government as it does upon respect- 
ing national supremacy. (Applause.) 

If we neglect to preserve that local self- 
government provided by the Constitution 
we encounter those dangers which wil 
threaten this Republic, as they have threat- 
ened all others the concentration of power 
in the hands of a few people will be the 
result, and those people will suffer the 
consequences of usurpation of their rights. 

When you do this we take away from the 
people that watchful care of a free Gov- 
ernment that leads them to the place 
where they become victims of a tyrant, 
who will seize the reins of government 
and use force to subdue a people half- 
subdued by indifference.

“Guard with jealous care the rights of 
election by the people,” and we will save 
the aggregation of abuses which are the 
source of revolution where peaceable meth- 
ods are not provided.” 

My friends, elections by the people are 
the safety-valve in a republic. It is here 
that all discontent can expend itself; it 
is here that all criticism can find its out- 
let. Stop elections by the people and you 
dam up discontent until it breaks its dam 
and floods mankind. (Applause.) Jefferson 
did not say that we should preserve with 
jealous care elections by corporations. 
(Loud cheering and laughter.) He did not 
say that we should preserve with jealous 
care elections by a few syndicates and a 
few trusts or even by a few bank corpor- 
ations. (Applause.) e said elections by 
the people, and he meant by all the people. 
(Renewed applause.) 


“Absolute acquiescence in the decision of 


the majority ts a vital principle of govern- 


ment from which there is no .appeal but 
force, which is the parent of despotism.”’ 

You tell me that we believe in lawlessness; 
I tell you that with Thomas Jefferson we 
are the preservers of public order because 
we believe ‘in the absolute acquiescence with

ACCESSION OF ROUMANIA PLEAS- 
ES GERMANY. 


ANOTHER SMALL AFRICAN WAR. 


A Powerful Tribe Has Risen and Men- 
aces German Rule on the 
P East Coast. 


— 


BERLIN, Oct. 3.—The sensational news 
that Roumania and Greece have joined the 
Dreibund and that the formal agreements 
to this effect were signed at Bucharest 
during the presence there of Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria, after the open- 
ing ‘of the canal through the Iron Gates of 
the Danube, is being discussed in political 
circles here. | 

The statements made are believed to be 
correct and are regarded as-being of prime 
importance, for the Dreibund will thus have 
valuable allies in these two countries in the 


event of the disruption of Turkey or any 
serious complications in the East. 
King Charles of Roumania has long been 
anxious. to join the Dreibund, but it was 
only lately that a binding bargain, accept- 
able to all parties, ve drawn up. It is ex- 
ected that Servia also will join the Drei- 
und as soon as the influence of ex-Queen 
Natalie, who is a Russophile, is overcome. 
The general uprising of the Wahehes, the 
powerful and warlike trie of an Fast 
Africa, is causing much uneas in colon- 
ial circles here a elsewhere. The Wahe- 
hes, who met with a crushing ‘defeat from 
German troops a couple of years ago, have 
this time been incited by Arab chiefs and 
aed have excellent weapons and equip- 
ments. 
The rebellion sems to be spreading around 
the whole Tanganyika region and the troops 
available are much too weak to cope with 
it. In the meanwhile Gov. Wissmann is 
lingering here, unwilling to return to his 
post in East Africa, owing to his shattered 
health, though he is being urged to do so. 
The Government is not inclined to ask the 
Reichstag for a large increase in the num- 
ber of German East Africa troops, in view 
of the big colonial budget, although the 
present force is quite inadequate. 


A convention of representatives of all the 
Prussian cities of over 25,000 inhabitants has 
been held in Berlin and a permanent organ- 
ization effected. The purpose of the assem- 
bly was to formulate opposition to the 
growing tendency of the Prussian Govern- 
ment in favor of agrarian interests at the 
expense of the interest of the cities and to 
obtain the abolition of the privileges enjoyed 
by Government officials, clergymen and 
teachers in municipal taxation.

In the work of establishing new rules the 
old regulations were taken for 4 basis. It 
was found necessary to shange the wording 
of many of the rules which were ambiguous, 
but their original conditions the 
same. The most important changes in the 
new code are those relating to the ‘fair 
catch’ and “scrimmage.” The fair catch 
rule is plainly = and if strictly enforced 
should prevent the old roughing which 
cgused so much trouble. In order to make 
a “fair catch” the man who takes the ball 
must now put his heel in the ground where 
he catches it. If he is inter ered with in 
any way by an opponent who is “off side, 
or is thrown after receiving the ball and 
heeling down, he will receive an advance of 
fifteen yards for the offense. But if, after 
catching the ball and heeling, he begins to 
make ground, he will be open to @ tackle 
from the other side. After making a “fair 
catch,” in acordance with the rule, the 
opponents must retire ten yards from the 
catcher’s heel mark in order tha: he may 
have no trouble in paras the 8

rule is practically the same as the one in 
force 42 years ago, except that the pen- 
alty is heavier. : 

In the “scrimmage” the new rule will 
be welcomed by those who have constantly 
protested against alleged brutality. The 
old momentum plays have been practically 
done away with, and mass plays are re- 
stricted in two ways. The rule that no 
player shall take more than a single step, | 
except one man who may be in motion be- 
fore the ball is put in play, will unques- 
tionably stop almost all kinds of momen- 
tum plays. The further sti ulation that 
five men must be in the rush line at all 
times when their side is in possession of 
the ball will also restrict the former mass 
plays, such as the flying wedge, composed 
of nearly every player on the team. 

To make this clearer to the novice, sup- 
posing in a game between Yale and nce- 
ton the Tigers have the ball.

HE MADE MANY SPEECHES. 


People Turned Out by Thousands All 
Along the Road to Hear 
3: 


Mr. Bryan left Cincinnati on the special 
car of President Peabody of the Baltimore 
& Ohio at 7:50 a.m. Saturday. The car was in 
charge of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
Missioner Cantrell of Illinois and Allen W. 
Clark, State Committeeman of Indiana, and 
National Committeeman Woodson of Ken- 


tucky. Lawrenceburg was reached at 7:37. 


and the platform erected near the depot 
was surrounded by a great crowd Of ex- 
pectant and enthusiastic people. They 
cheered the nominee as he made his way 
from the car to the 8 He said: 

Mr. Chairman and Ladies and Gentle- 
men—Tnis is commencing the day’s work 
pretty early, but we have to make up in 
public speaking and in hard work what 
we lack in daiiy newspapers and campa.gn 
funds for the circulation of literature. 
Therefore we have to get up earlier than 
our opponents, and I believe that most of 
us are better acquainted with getting up 
early than they are, anyhow. 

As I came upon the stand I met a gen- 
tleman who said ke had been a Repub- 
lican, but he was going to vote for silver 
this year. That has got to be quite a com- 
mon phrase. I do not go into any com- 
munity without finding that there will be 
Republicans there who have boasted of 
their fidelity to the Republican party from 
the time of Fremont or Lincoln until this 
year, But this year is different. There 
is a reason for these changes, There is a 
reason why men who have hoped that the 
Republican party would obtain relief from 
present financial conditions; there is a rea- 
son why these men, this year, have to look 
elsewhere for remedial iegisiation. 

The Republican party has been holding 
out a prospect for bimetallism. It has been 
declared that the American people from tra- 
dition and interest desired bimetallism. But 
this year the Republican party says that 
while the American people may desire it, 
they cannot have it until other nations 
bring it to them. (Applause.) That is the 
new doctrife. I want you to remember 
that it is the first time in the history of 
this country that any great party ever pro- 
posed that the legislation of this country 
should be dependent upon the will of people 
in foreign countries. (Applause.) 

The platform of the Republican 8 says 
this year that bimetallism is desirable, be- 
cause it pledges the party to get it as soon 
as it can get other nations to help us. Me 
says the American people cannot have tha 
desirable thihg. I am not willing to believe 
that the American people are going do ac- 
cept a financial system ready- e from 
@broad. Our opponents tell us that the tariff 
issue is the great issue. Until they put a pro- 
hibitory tariff on foreign financial policies, 
they cannot talk tariff to me. (Great Ap- 
plause.) I want to impress upon your minds 
that it is not suff.cient to elect a President 
who is in favor of free coinage, because the 
President can do novhing until the bell 
reaches him, and the bill cannot reach him 
unless the Senate and the House are in 
favor of free coinage. The Senate is in 
favor of it, and the House must be, before 
free coinage can be realized. I shall not be 
satisfied with merely my election. I want a 
Congress that will give to you the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver without wa:ting 
for dhe aid or consent of any other nation. 


At Augusta there was another big crowd 
in waiting. To them Mr. Bryan said: 

The cause which we repesent is not a new 
cause. There is ‘nothing experimental in 
the plen which we are 8 We are 
not frying to make the gold or silver dollar 
larger or smaller, They are to remain the 
same size. But we want more of both than 
we have now. (Applause.) When we ask 
that our mints shall be open when the peo- 
ple desire them open, regardless of what 
other nations may say or think or do, we 
simply restore a policy that was the policy 
of this country until silver was stricken 
down in the dark and without public discus- 
sion Our opponents are afraid that we 
will have too much money. I am willing 
to let my opponents have the bia of every 
man whose exeprience has taught bim to 
be afraid of having too much money if I 
ean have the vote of every man whose ex- 
perience has taught him to fear a dearth 
of money more than a flood. (Applause.)

Osgood turned out in force to hear the 
candidate, who said: 

I have felt an interest in the subject of 
bimetallism for six years. Before that I 
never thought the money question amount- 
ed to anything. hen heard people 
speak of the money power I thought they 
were a harmless sort of cranks and that 
there was no such thing.

INSULTED ON A CAR. 


Louis Women Claim They 
Were Maltreated.

Mrs. Maggie Lesch of 1437 Cass avenue 
and Mrs. Mamie Languish of 1610 North 
Ninth street say they were grossly in- 
sulted while on car 230 of the Broadway 
cable yesterday afternoon and shoved in 
such a manner by three drunken women 
and an insolent conductor that their own 
lives and the lives of their babies were 


endangered. 

Mesdames Lesch and Languish were in- 
dignant when they called at the Post- 
Dispatch office yesterday afternoon and 
related their experience. 

Mrs. Languish exhibited an ugly bruise 
on her arm and said if she had not caught 
herself as she was being shoved from the 
car she might have been seriously injured. 

“We got on the car at Broadway and 
Mullanphy street.“ said Mrs. Languish, 
„at 2:30 o’clock. We were going down to 
Broadway and Clark avenue to see the 
King Hotu parade.' We, Mrs. Lesch and 
myself, had five children with us, ranging 
in age from 12 to 5 years, beside two ba- 
bies which we carried in our arms. 

“We paid seven fares when the conduc- 
tor came and we were seated comforta- 
\ bly. When we reached Washington av- 
enue the street was blockaded and the 
car stopped. Three disreputable looking 
women stepped on the car. That they 
were intoxicated was clear from their ac- 
tions, their language and the odor ef their 
breaths. 

“One of my children was looking out 
of the side of the car and as she was 
pening out too far I rose and drew ner 
back. When I started to sit down again 
the drunken women shoved-me aside and 
swore at me and appropriated the seat. 
I had my baby in my arm and could not 
resist. I protested, but they only laughed 
in my face, and in the vilest of language 
told me to help myself. 

“Then I turned to the conductor and 
asked his protection. I spoke courteously 
to him, but he answered with a terrible 
oath that they had as much right to the 
seat as I had. 

“T called his attention to the fact that 
I had paid my fare and had a baby in 
my arms, while the other women had not 
paid their fare at all. 

“He answered, ‘I politely ask you to go 
to ——. They have a right to ride whether 
they pay or not.’ With that he gave me 
a shove which nearly knocked me from 
the car. I fell against one of the posts 
and bruised my arm badly. The car was 
moving then and the jolt came neaf caus- 
a | me to lose my hold on the baby. Had 
I done so the child: would assuredly have 
been killed. 

We remained on the car till we got to 
Chouteau avenue, but were compelled to 
stand up all the way.“

said she would lay the matter before the

WILL SUE FOR 
HEAVY DAMAGES. 


SUBURBAN’S CHARGES AGAINST 
OTTO VOELCKER DISMISSED. 


WAS BRUTALLY. ASSAULTED. 


Now He Wants $50,000 Damages for 
Unprovoked Assault and Mali- 
cious Prosecution. 


Otto Voelcker, the commission merchant 
of 916 North Third street, will file suit for 
$50,000 damages against the St. Louls & 
Suburban Railway. 

There will be three counts in his petition. 

Unlawful assault. 

Malicious - prosecution, 

Unpravoked abuse while riding on one of 
the company’s cars, 2 

The assault was committed Aug. 7 at Sub- 
urban Garden by John Henson, an ex-peni- 
tentiary bird, who is hired to slug people 
who ‘dare criticise the company’s way of 
doing business. 

Voelcker was slugged unmercifully and 


without cause by Henson, who afterwards 
locked him up at the guard-house, then 
took him out to Florissant and jailed him 
over night. 

With unparalleled effrontery the ex-jail 
bird preferred a charge of disturbing the 
peace against his ill-treated prisoner. 

The case would have come up before Jus- 
tice Belleville, but Lawyer Marshall F. Mc- 
Donald, who had been retained by Voelc- 
ker, obtained a change of venue and -the 
hearing was transferred to Judge Noerper’s 
court in Luxembourg, St. Louis County. 

The hearing did not come off until Friday, 
and though the railway company brought 
up an army of employes as witnesses to 
swear to Voelcker’s pugnacity and Henson’s 
peaceful behavior, Voelcker had several 
prominent business people to testify to the 
horrible brutality of Henson. His witnesses 
too did not contradict each other as did 
those of the railway company. 

The judge dismissed Voelcker on the tes- 
timony. This establishes his point of mali- 
clous prosecution. 

The hearing of the case Friday occupied 
ae, vet time from 10 o’clock forenoon 
until 6 p. m. 

Prosecuting Attorney F. A. Heidorn, Zach 
Mitchell and R. Lee Mudd appeared for the 
railway company, and Marshall F. McDon- 
ald appeared for the defense. 

John Henson was the first witness for the 
prosecution. He swore that on the night of 
August 7 two young men swung on the 


uburban Garden. This is against 
Scott Fim and he made an attempt to arrest 
them. He was dealt a stunning blow in the 
back of the neck, and, turning around, saw 
Voelcker standing in a threatening attitude. 
He placed him under arrest and conducted 
him to the guard-house, Voelcker cursing 
and ting him all the way. After he 
had en Voelcker to Florissant, Henson 
declares his prisoner acknowledged his guilt 
and asked to be fined and let go home. 

Cross-examined, he said the reason 
Voelcker had nct been tried and fined im- 
mediately, as had been done in twenty-one 
similar cases during the preceding months, 
was because Prosecutor Hiedorn was not 
about. He also admitted that he had been 
convicted and sent to the Penitentiary’ for 
burglary. 

L. A. Watkins, an assistant thug at Subur- 
ban Garden, swore that he saw Voelcker 
strike Henson. He repeated Henson's testi- 
mony about Voelcker’s admission of guilt, 
On cross-examination, he admitted thut he 
had been suspected of complicity in the 
Becquette poisoning case.

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Then Voelcker got up, brushed him aside, 
rushed out of the car and attacked Hen- 
son. 

Sam Gumpertz, one of the managers of 
the garden, testified that he had seen 
Voelcker in the guard-housa and received 
the names of several gentlemen the pris- 
Qner wanted telephoned for to go on his 
bond. Gumpertz admitted that he did not 
telephone for them. 

There were half a dozen other witnesses 
from the company, whose evidence did not 
differ from that given. 


Mr. Voelcker’s witnesses were Dr. ‘ 
H. Gehring. Niemitz, a carriage 
maker; W. Marks and Parker, 
Agricultural implement salesmen; E. De 
Lancy of the L. & N. railroad; M. J. Bulk - 
ley, John Blind, George Mager, ok- 
keeper at Kennard’s; W. F. Smith of Kan- 
sas City, W. Trefney, an insurance agent, 
and E. Nagle of Florissant. 

They told exactly the same story of how 
there had been a disturbance caused by 
two young men trying to board ‘a car as it 
rounded the loop. Voelcker was boarding 
the car when Henson rushed up and seized 
him by the collar. He swung him around 
so roughly that his hand struck Mr. Magee 
a violent blow in the stomach. Then 
Henson dragged his victim across the 
tracks to a picket fence. He held him up 
against it by the throat and punched him 
in the face. The people grew excited and 
made a rush at Henson. Watkins and sev- 
eral other deputies gathered around Hen- 
son with drawn revolvers and kept the 
erowd back. 

Ther Henson dragged Voelcker 70 feet 
down the road to the guard-house. Through 
the picket fence the witnesses could see 
Henson jabbing the prisoner in the 
stomach with his club. 

Only the drawn revolvers of the deputies 
kept the indignant crowd from mobbing the 
brutal officer. Two men in the crowd offer- 
ed to go on Voelcker’s bond and the wit- 
nesses asserted that Manager Gumpertz de- 
clared that any man who attempted to go 
on the prisoner’s bond would be arrested 
and locked up at Florissant. 

Voelcker’s witnesses were all worked u 
in telling the court of Henson’s outrageous 
brutality. They did not break down under 
cross-examination, and their evident re- 
spectability compared with that of the pros- 
ecution’s witnesses had weight with the 
court. 

In his argument to the court Mr. McDon- 
ald contended that as Henson was a police 
officer his peace could not be disturbed. 
Justice Noerper said that from the evidence 
Henson’s peace had not been badly fractured 
and discharged Mr. Voelcker. 

Mr. McDonald says that he delayed filing 
a damage suit until he could include the 
point of malicious prosecution. He will 
prove the brutal assault on Voelcker by 
many reputable witnesses. He will prove 
that the company, knowing their man Hen- 
son was an ex-convict and a bulldozer, in- 
stead of offering Voelcker reparation tried 
to convict him of being a brawler. 

Lastly he will ask for damages for out- 
rageous abuse his client sustained while 
returning on the Suburban cars on Aug. 10 
from the first calling of the case at Floris- 
sant. The company as a common carrier 
ig bound to protect its passengers from 
abuse. Instead its employes abused Mr. 
Voelcker and his attorney like thieves.

termination and the financial means to 
uphold a position when she takes one, 
she refused to come back.

Empty bottles, branded 
with the names of popular drugs, liquors, 
bitters and chemicals, have been filled with 
cheap and worthless substances and the 
original manufacturers have suffered in 
consequence. 

Three years ago a large prize was offered 
in England for an invention that would suc- 
cessfully overcome this kind of fraud, and 
hundreds of attempts have in consequence 
been made, but, until now, without success. 
The principal feature of this new bottle, 
which is the invention of Joshua V. Van 
Name of Staten Island, is a peculiarly con- 
structed valve, which works on a substan- 
tially new principle. It is at the end of a 
sinuously constructed passage, works 
automatically and by hydraulic force. The 
moment any liquid is attempted to be forced 
into the bottle the valve instantly closes. 

A point of importance is the extreme sim- 
plicity of the device. The valve is located 
at the very shoulder of the bottle, and is 
especially constructed to prevent the inser- 
tion of any instrument. The device may be 
fitted into els, casks and demijohns, as 
well as bottles. It has already been pat- 
ented in this country, and applications have 
been filed in Europe.

Thirty-one delegates out of a total of 
61 went into the Democratic Congressional 
Convention of the Eleventh District, held 
at McFern’s Hall, Coleman and North Mar- 


ket streets, yesterday, to nominate John | 


T. Hunt, the candidate of the organized 
labor forces of that section. They encoun- 
tered obstacles, but pushed them aside and, 
after an all-day, session, landed their man a 
winner. 

The proceedings began with an incipient 
riot and terminated in a love feast. If 
there were any sores after the stormy 


scenes of the temporary organization they 


were not discernible when the convention 
ad at 5:30 o’clock with hearty cheers 
for the nominee, 

It was one of the hardest fought contests 
in the entire history of the Eleventh District 
Democracy, and the labor organizations, 
which backed Hunt on account of his prom- 
inence in Union labor circles, showed their 
strength and carried their point.

THE ESTATE CONSISTS OF NOTES 
AND CLAIMS. 


NOTABLE TRIALS RECALLED. 


Claim Against*Arthur Duestrow and 
d Note Signed by Dr. and 
Mrs. Hearne. 


Nat C. Dryden died, as he had lived, a 
poor man. 

An inventory of the estate of the eloquent 
lawyer. filed yesterday in the Probate Court, 
shows that while it amounts nominally to 
$7,500, it consists solely of notes and claims, 
none of which can be realized upon imme- 
diately, some, perhaps, not at ail. 

No will was left. Perhaps he realized 
that to formally dispose of his earthly pos- 
sessions would be irony. ‘They consisted 
of promises. No item of ready money 0oc- 
curs in the mventory, not even an entry of 


household furniture. 

In the absence of a will it was necessary 
for the Public Administrator to act. The 
assumption of control of the estate by Ad- 
ministrator Richardson was regarded 
the friends of the deceased as a perfunctory 
proceeding, as it proved. 

Although Mr. Dryden was a successful 
lawyer, identified with some of the causes 
celebres in Missouri’s legal history, they 
knew that he was also a whole-souled, gen- 
erous friend, whose charities and expensive 
tastes were ill-sustained even by the large 
fees he commanded. There is nothing of 
surprise, therefore, in the showing made 
in the inventory. a 

If it bears no tribute, though, to the thrift 
of the dead man, it is a reminder of two 
of the most brilliant events in his career 
as a lawyer, one of them his greatest vic- 
tory, the other probably his bitterest de- 


eat. 

The famous Stillwell murder case and the 
insanity inquiry of Arthur Duestrow, wife 
and child murderer, both figure in the in-

The Stillwell murder case is recalled by 
the first entry, that of a note for $1,000, 
made Nov. 6, 1895, by J. O. and Fannie C. 
Hearne, payable in three years. It is a 
bare statement describing the note. 
Whether or mot it represents in full the 
remuneration received by Dryden for his 
remarkable struggle against a chain of 
circumstantial evidence which threatened 
to brand Dr. and Mrs. Hearne as the slay- 
ers of old Amos Stillwell, the woman’s 
first husband, and still more threatening 
prejudice of the locality in which they were 
tried, does not appear. But it brings to 
mind the stuffy little court room at wi- 
ing Green, Mo., and the figure of the ac- 
cused woman racked with emotion for the 
first time during the trial, by Dryden's 
eloquence. 

Next is an entry of a $4,500 claim against 
Arthur Duestrow, whose life now hangs on 
an appeal to the Supreme Court. It repre- 
sents the desperate struggle made, the 
labor and eloquence spent by Dryden, with 
ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, in the effort 
to save him.

SHEEP SHEARING. iat 


Extraordinary Expertness of Profes- 
sional Shearers in New South Wales. 


Most of our readers would probably think 
that to shear, say, twenty or thirty sheep, 
would be as much as the most skilful and 
industrious shearer could do in a long day’s 
work. They may, there, says Chambers’ 
Journal, be interested to know what vastly 
greater numbers fare expected to pass 
through the deft hands of a capable crafts- 
man in the pastoral regions of the great 
sheep-keeping colony of New South Wales, 
Our notes have been collected on the spot. 

The number of sheep a man can sheer in 
a day of eight and a half hours is govern- 


ed by several circumstances over and above 
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120. On the northern plains ngar the Queens- 
land border the average is to 170; and it 
is on record that the champion shearer of 
ueefisland clipped 327 sheep in nine hours. 
uch a man, in the language of the shed,“ 
is termed a ringer.“ 

In the central plains on the Lachlan 
River the average is eighty to 120. With 
machines the numbers are of rse con- 
siderably more. The men are paid £1 per 
100 sheep; and out of this they have to pro- 
vide rations, shears, sharpening-stones, oil, 
etc.

A MICROBE 
M ALCOHOL. 


THE SNAKES AND THINGS SEEN 
IN D. T. MAY NOT BE ALL 
IMAGINARY. 


An American scientist has discovered a 
microbe in alcohol which he believes is the 
cause of all the ills of intemperance. The 
theory that drunkenness and its accom- 
panying evils is bacteriological in origin 
is attracting great attention. Prof. C. Coles 
of Wilkesbarre, Pa., who made the dis- 
covery, based on Dr. Talmage’s description 
of these microbes hopes to find some anti- 
toxine which will destroy these dangerous 
germs. The discovery is expected to revo- 


lutionize the present methods of dealing 
with the drink habit, and incidentally to 
work a great moral reform. 

Prof. Coles states that he has found after 
careful experiment that all forms of alco- 
hol contain parasitic life called bacilus po- 
tumaniae, t follows, therefore, that every 
kind of drink, whether wine, brandy or 
beer, into which alcohol enters is infested 
with this curious germ life. These minute 
forms have béen examined through a power- 
ful microscope and their development care- 
fully watched. They have been found to 
be espectally 3 in strong drink which 
contains a ge percentage of alcohol. 
Any cné who drinks is, of course, forced 
to introduce these dangerous forms into the 
system in large humbers. It is well known 
that microbes which are taken into the 
stomach in either food or drink quickly 
mingle with the blood, and soon find their 
way to all parts of the body. Prof. Coles 
belleves that a man, who in delirium tre- 
mens sees every form of reptile life, in 
reality sees only these parasites of the 
brain in a greatly exaggerated form. It is,

Eight-Hundred-Pound Tunas Fly 
Through the Air. 


“Speaking of jumping,” said an old sea- 
man, let me tell you of the greatest jump 
ever seen. It was many years ago, and we 
had experienced bad luck for séveral weeks, 


when one morning we sighted a big whale, 
and two boats su: off h. a race to see who 
would get there first. P 

“Suddenly the whale rose not a hundre 
yards away, and headed directly for us. The 
mate gave orders to stop, and we sat still, 
expecting that the monster would rise near 
us.

Of all the breeds of sheep merinos are the 
most difficult to shear. In the first place, 
they are very “throaty’’—that is, the skin 
covering the neck lies in large, loose folds, 
so that manipulation with the ears is at 
best tedious and troublesome. en, again, 
they possess what is technically known as 
the “‘points’’ of the breed—they are woolled 
to the tip of the nose and down the legs to 
the hoofs; it is these so-called points“ that 
take up time. 

Sheep grazing over pastures where burs, 
grass seeds, twigs, etc., are numerous, or 
over coarse, sandy country, pick up in their 
fleece quantities of foreign matter that 
blunt the shears during the process of 
shearing. It will at once be seen that this 
especial] applies to short-legged sheep, 
heavily fleeced as the merinos are to the ex- 
tremities of their limbs. The time taken up 
sharpening his shears is a serious consider- 
ation to the shearer. 

Bad or careless shearers, in order to give 
the sheep the appearance of being properly 
shorn, may either ‘“‘shingle’’ or ‘“‘feather’’ 
the fleeces they cut off. y “shingling’’ is 
meant making a second cut over the same 
part of the body of the sheep, the first 
severing the staple towards the.center, and 
the second close to the skin; yet the whole

fleece holds together and the damage may

“I have been a resident of Mexico for 
five years, have been engaged in raising 
sugar cane, coffee and other tropical fruits 
on a hacienda near San Juan Evangelista, 
in the State of Vera Cruz, and have had ex- 
‘clusive control of Mexican labor. I find 
them a class exceedingly susceptible to the 
management by which they are controlled; 
they are easily rendered useless by inju- 
dicious management, and may be main- 
tained at a high: standard with care, and 
by a rigid enforcement of orders and rules, 
with no familiarity whatever exercised to- 
ward the men, as that encourages insub- 
ordination. The lower the wages, the 
better the service; even though below 18 
cents a day, as then they have no excess 
to waste and not so many holidays on 
which to waste it.“

As 
a rule, I would not recommend anybody to 
undertake coffee raising in Mexico without 
sufficient. capital to pay for 250 acres of 
land, cash in hand, and have at least $5,000 
in Mexican currency to meet the first year’s 
expenses.“ 


COFFEE LANDS IN MEXICO. 


What They Will Be Worth in Future. 


The nearest coffee lands to the United 
States are in tropical Mexico, and they are 
hardly enough to grow all the coffee needed 
for consumption in this country. They are 
rapidly being taken up by American com- 
ergs and private individuals; Their price 

as already gone up from $1 per acre, five 
years ago, to from $10 to $50 now, and they 
will go up to $200 in the next two years. 

The Mexican Coffee Trading and Planting 
Co. of New York, 900 Rialto Building, this 
city, has a few thousand acres of choice 
coffee land in that country, which they are 
giving away with the stock sold in the com- 
pany. A 3 many St. Louis and Kansas 
City people are down on their lands now 
planting coffee, and are pleased with the 
climate and country, and the prospect ahead 
of making a fortune. 


A BALLOON ADVENTURE. 


Two Luckless Aeronauts Blown From 
Paris to Norway in Fourteen Hours. 


One of the most remarkable balloon ad- 
ventures on record ocurred in the Franco- 
German war. 


The occupants of the balloon were Paul 
Rolier, an engineer of the army, and L. 
Dechamps, an officer of Franc-Tireurs. 
They ascended from Paris on the night of 
November 24, 1870, with dispatches from 
Gen. Varchu for the commander of the Ar- 
my of the Loire; in addition they carried 500 
pounds of mail, six sacks of ballast and six 
carrier pigeons. The wind blew from the 
southeast, and all was well until 6 o’clock 
the next morning, when the balloonists 
found themselves out of sight of land, with 
nothing but the ocean under them. De- 
champs collapsed, while Rolier remained 
cool under the critical situation in which 
they found themselves. 

About 11 o’clock in the forenoon a ship was 
sighted, and in the hope of being discovered 
and rescued by it, the balloon was lowered 
to within a few yards of the surface of the 
| water. The ship suddenly altered its course, 
and the aeronauts were compelled to ascend 
again, which they accomplished by throw- 
ing out all of their ballast and one sack of 
mail, Finding themselves in an altitude 
of over 2,200 yards, and in an atmosphere 
of almost unbearable frigidity, they lost 
alt hope, and determined to end their suf- 
ferings by setting firé to the balloon. For- 
tunately the matches in their possession 
would not ignite on account of the frost 
which covered their clothing and everything 
else in their surroundings.
